Canada under the Farm Loan Board; and the same rate as 
the maximum under the Dominion Housing Act. 


Chief Justice Charles R. Mitchell last fall fixed 5 per 
cent as the maximum rate to be charged under settlements 
made by the Alberta Board of Review under the Farmers 
Creditors’ Arrangement Act. Hundreds of debt claims have 


been settled on that basis. 


Five per cent has been fixed as the maximum that 
should be allowed on farm loans anywhere in Alberta. To 
aliow six per cent on the debts of farmers in the dry areas 
—-who are least able to pay either interest or debts— 


would be penalizing farmers there for a 


rate twenty per 


cent higher than farmers in more favored sections are 


required to pay. 


There is nothing in that proposal to hold out a hope of 
salvation for the dry belt farmer. The net result of it 


would be to clear off tax arrears and all other prior claims 
at the expense of the public, and give the mortgage-hoiders 
brand new mortgages on dry belt farms, with nothing 
ahead of them, at 6 per cent interest.

The Versatile Parsnip 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

During the winter months when fresh veg- 
etables are scarce, a dish of buttered parsnips 
served hot and steaming often makes an appreci- 
ated change. Parsnips do not appeal to everyone, 
being liked by some people and exceedingly dis- 
liked by others, but everyone may learn to like 
ape then 

This 
itself put 


vegetable has found 
to many strange uses 
in the course of its historical] 
career. Starting out in Asia 
and Europe as a wild plant, 
we find it was well cultivated 
by the time of the Romans, 
the variety and size of the root 
being greatly enhanced. This 
vegetable was thought of so 
highly that it was pictured on the frescoes of 
historical Pompeii 

It almost seems as though when human 
beings ran out of other things to use they bent 
the parsnip to their will and used it as a per- 
petual substitute. It has, for example, in times 
of stress been used for flour, although parsnip 
bread might seem strange to us. In Europe, it 
has often been used instead of hay for feeding

cattle. The roots have been dried, ground and 
baked, and used as a coffee substitute, In 
Europe, the roots of this versatile plant have 


also been used in the manufacture of wine. and 
of liquor said to be similar to Maderia. Can you 
think of any other vegetable which serves as 
bread, cattle food. wine, coffee, or just a plain 
buttered vegetable? 

When the parsnip was a very common food 
for the poorer peasants of Europe, it found its 
way into their proverbial sayings, “That doesn't 
butter any parsnips,” is an example of one of 
the proverbs 

Parsnips contain potassium, which is one of 
the elements which keeps the body young. Those 
underweight and who have developed 
starving for potassium.

Note on eugenics from Italy 

The semi-officia] Giornale d'Italia has wern- 
ed Italians n®& to reduce their wine-drinking 
lest it cause a decrease in the birth rate. Des- 
cribing wine as “a moderately exciting bever- 
age” which “creates happy abandonment that 
favors accentuation of the phenonema essential 
to vitality” it says that the birth rate is lowest 
in countries where wine is not the national 
drink.

Yesterday this column told of some of the 
undercurrents in Germany as seen by an an- 
onymous former German. Today's account of 
some of the underground movements in Italy 
comes from R. W. Wiley, a young Californian 
graduate who spent some time in Italy during 
the mobilization for Ethiopia and confese2s to 
having taken part in anti-Fascist activities 

At Limina (Messina) he says, the population 
rose en masse against the war and set the town 
hall on fire. They were maddened by the un- 
bearable taxation and rose to the cries of “Down 
with the taxes! Down with Mussolini! Down 
with the war!” 

At Forli a violent fight between police and 
populace took place on the occasion of the de- 
parture of troops for Africa. A number of per- 
sons were wounded and over one hundred were 
arrested. 

At Florence disorders arose when a member 
of the syndicate of journalists (the “licensed 
press” in Italy) tried to disperse a crowd wait- 
ing to buy French newspapers to learn of the 
progress of the war. 

In a village in Istria a mass demonstration of 
peasants was staged in protest against the war. 
The local seat of the Fascio was invaded, the 
portrait of Mussolini carried away and destroy- 
ed 


In Lugo di Romagna a conflict took place 
between members of the Fascist militia and a 
group of soldiers who did not wish to leave for 
Africa. In the fighting a centurion and several 
of the militia were killed 

On Jan. 3 of last year in the barracks in 
Via Verdi, Turin, three battalions of alpini mut- 
inied. On Jan. 9 at Belluno the Battalions 
Feltre and Belluno of the 7th Regiment mutinied 
on being ordered to Africa. The men cried 
“Down with the war!” and imprisoned their of- 
ficers. After several hours of siege they surrend- 
ered on a promise that they would not be sent 
to Africa. They were never sent to Africa.
